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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


The  year  1957  saw  Pittsfield  continuing  with  its  community 
development,  with  a  great  emphasis  being  placed  on  road  im- 
provements. 

The  purchase  of  the  Austin- Western  grader,  concluded  only 
after  a  thorough  survey  of  market  prospects  by  the  selectmen, 
equips  the  Highway  Department  with  a  means  of  providing 
speedier  and  more  adequate  service  to  our  citizens. 

Specifically,  Franklin  Street,  long  an  eye-sore  in  the  center 
of  the  town,  was  shaped  and  tarred,  along  with  Foss  Ave.  The 
TRA  appropriation  was  expended  on  Tilton  Hill  Road,  to  join 
the  tarred  surfaces  between  the  old  railroad  bridge  and  the 
residence  of  Daniel  Adel. 

Once  again  through  the  generosity  of  Col.  J.  Frank  Drake 
our  citizens  and  our  community  guests  were  able  to  enjoy  the 
music  of  summer  band  concerts.  In  the  seventh  year  of  these 
concerts,  we  wish  to  express  the  gratitude  of  the  town  to  our 
benefactor. 

At  this  time,  this  Board  wishes  to  acknowledge  for  the  citi- 
zens, the  gift  of  a  sizeable  piece  of  land  in  the  rear  of  the  Car- 
penter Public  Library  which  has  been  donated  to  the  Town  by 
Miss  Margaret  Hook  for  library  purposes.  This  gift  is  in  the 
best  traditions  of  Pittsfield  whereby  our  citizens  are  sufficiently 
foresighted  to  meet  in  advance  community  needs  of  tomorrow. 

A  milestone  in  the  industrial  life  of  Pittsfield  was  passed 
when  the  new  factory  of  the  Pittsfield  Shoe  Company  was  open- 
ed in  July.  This  plant  provides  us  evidence  of  faith  in  the  ec- 
onomic future  of  our  community 

All  in  all,  the  past  year  proved  to  be  one  of  activity  for  Pitts- 
field officially,  activity  which  aided  us  in  our  life  as  a  healthy, 
happy  American  Community.

PITTSFIELD  TOWN  LINE 

Pursuant  to  a  notice  from  and  by  the  Selectmen  of  the 
Town  of  North  wood  to  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Pitts- 
field,  the  undersigned  met  at  the  southeasterly;  corner  of  said 
Town  of  Pittsfield  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  October,  1956 
at  8:30  A.M.,  and  proceeded  to  perambulate  the  line  between 
the  said  towns  and  to  renew  the1  marks  thereof,  and  establish 
the  same  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  stone  on  the  farm  formerly  of  the  late  George 
W.  Bartlett  (being  a  corner  bound  of  Epsom  and  Pittsfield)  mark- 
ed P-E-P-IN,  1906,  1941,  1955  and  other  marks;  thence  in  a  north- 
easterly direction  to  a  stone  in  the  wall  bordering  the  state  high- 
way to  Pittsfield  on  land  formerly  of  the  late  Clinton  M.  Green, 
marked  P-N,  1899,  1941  and  other  marks,  (1955  added);  thence  in 
the  same  direction  to  a  stone  in  the  wall  bordering  the  highway 
leading  southeasterly  from  the  house  of  Jean  Stimmell,  marked 
P-N,  1899,  1941  and  other  marks  (1955  added);  thence  in  the  same 
direction  to  a  stone  monument  on  or  near  the  wall  borderng  the 
farm  formerly  of  the  late  Josiah  R.  Tucker,  marked  P-N,  1857, 
1941  and  other  marks,  (1955  added);  thence,  in  the  same  direction 
to  ledges  on  the  land  of  said  Tucker,  marked  P-N,  1850,  1934  and 
other  marks  (1955  added)  (a  pile  of  stones  on  said  ledges);  thence 
in  the  same  direction  to  a  beach  tre:e  makred  X,  P-'N,  1913.  1934 
and  other  marks  (said  tree  about  fifty  yards  east  of  a  sawdust 
pile)  (1955  added);  thence  in  the  same  direction  to  a  corner  stone 
bound  of  Northwood  and  Strafford,  marked  X.  P-c -';,  1856,  1^4 
and  other  marks  (1955  added)  and  a  rock  marked  1878. 

In  witness  thereof  we  have  set  our  hands  this  twenty- 
first  day  of  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  Nineteen  nund- 
red  fifty-six.

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FIRE  AND  POLICE  SIGNAL  SYSTEMS  REPORT 

There  was  a  total  of  38  alarm  signals  over  the  alarm  system, 
including  four  false  alarms.  During  high  winds,  the  fire  signal 
gave  trouble  by  striking  at  times.  This  was  finally  located 
caused  by  a  loose  connection.  Wire  was  purchased  and  cross 
arms  put  on  for  the  bell  alarm  in  the  new  shoe  factory. 

Two  new  boxes  have  been  added  to  the  system.  One  at  the 
Grammar  School,  No.  137  and  at  the  Memorial  School  No.  131. 
These  operate  only  on  boiler  failure. 

As  a  reminder,  when  you  make  a  call  by  telephone  please 
give  your  name,  location  and  what  the  fire  is,  slowly  and  dis- 
tinctly and  do  not  hang  up  the  telephone  receiver  until  message 
is  correctly  understood.  Please  use  street  boxes  when  possible. 

The  Police  signal  has  given  very  little  trouble.  A  new  re 
lay  was  placed  in  the. police  signal,  so  they  could  switch  on  Pol- 
ice lights  by  dialing  the  telephone. 

Recommendations 

The  fire  house  hose  tower  has  not  been  in  use  for  sometime, 
mainly  because  it  is  dangerous  to  use  and  the  tower  is  weak  at 
the  top.  In  high  winds,  it  creaks  and  sways  approximately  six 
(6)  inches.  It  should  be  taken  down.  The  wooden  awning  over 
the  fire  house  doors  is  weakening  and  the  iron  rods  that  hold 
the  awning  are  straining  the  wall  itself.  The  chimney  on  the 
fire  house  should  be  topped  as  the  bricks  are  all  loose. 

The  Fire  Station  itself  is  inadequate  —  we  haven't  space  to 
house  all  vehicles.  The  town  pays  for  storage  of  one  vehicle, 
the  boat  and  trailer  is  kept  in  a  barn.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
Forest  Fire  Prevention  is  Everybody's  Business 

New  Hampshire  faces  a  continuing  challenge  in  its  forest  fire  problem 
-  97  percent  of  all  our  forest  fires  being  man-caused  and  preventable  - 
a  serious  indictment  of  interest  in  our  own  welfare  and  that  of  our 
neighbor.  Both  the  State  and  the  towns  are  striving  diligently  to  effect- 
ively meet  the  challenge  through  education  of  the  public  to  the  threat 
fire  presents  to  our  woodlands;  by  maintaining  a  well  trained  corps  of 
wardens  and  deputy  wardens  in  every  community  and  by  providing 
ample  opportunity  for  all  who  wish  to  dispose  of  unwanted  waste  materi- 
als. Careless  and  perverseness,  however,  continue  to  be  the  big  hurdles. 

Thoughtlessly  discarded  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and  matches  from 
moving  vehicles,  by  hikers,  hunters  and  fishermen;  careless  burning  of 
debris  during  hazardous  periods,  in  dangerous  locations;  illegal  burning; 
improperly  extinguished  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires-  all  result  in  serious 
loss  of  property,  disruption  of  industry  and  farm  work  and  unnecessary 
expenditure  of  town  and  state  funds. 

To  meet  the  challenge  successfully,  the  state,  your  community  and 
your  local  forest  fire  warden  need  YOUR  thoughtful  and  cooperative 
eifort  -  The  rules  are  simple. 

1.  Don't  burn  at  home  -  use  your  town  dump  and  avoid  all  fire 
problems. 

2.  If  you  do  burn,  be  sure  to  secure  a  written  permit  from  your 
local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow.  Permits  are  required  for  o;:>en  debris  fires,  home  incin- 
erators, outdoor  fire  places  and  camp  fires.  Your  warden  is 
instructed  to  permit  burning  if  weather  conditions,  site  and 
type   of  burning  are  safe. 

3.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material  -  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  -  are  completely  out  before  discarding  them.  Use 
ash  trays  in  automobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  your  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires  are  com- 
pletely out  before  leaving   them. 

5.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burning  require- 
ments. 

6.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and  aid  him 
to   extinguish  it. 

REMEMBER  -  the  fire  you  prevent  might  be  the  one  which  could  burn

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AUXILIARY  ACTIVITIES  AND  SPECIAL  REPORTS 
(a)  Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School 

Across  the  nation,  the  public  is  reading  feature  articles, 
watching  television  broadcasts,  and  listening  to  speeches  criti- 
cising the  American  secondary  school  system.  What  is  wrong 
with  the  secondary  schools  ?  Despite  the  fact  many  of  trie  writ- 
ers and  speakers  have  little  valid  information  and  experience 
in  education,  they  make  a  lot  of  noise  sounding  off  on  this  sub- 
ject which  produces  a  great  deal  of  unfavorable  criticism  which 
is  mostly  unjustified.  Ever  since  Russia  successfully  launch- 
ed a  satellite,  Sputnik,  American  secondary  education  has  been 
fair  game  for  every  huntsman.  "We  should  teach  more  science, 
more  math,  more  languages,  drop  pupils  who  have  neither  the 
disposition  nor  the  capacity  to  stand  the  pace,  and  eliminate 
'fun  and  entertainment'  and  get  down  to  business. ?;  This  is  the 
claim  but  not  the  truth. 

Seldom  do  we  read  articles  and  hear  speeches  about  the  good 
things  the  secondary  schools  are  doing.  When  intelligent, 
contractive  criticism  is  offered  it  as  always  welcomes.  However, 
the  critic  should  endeavor  to  prove  his  points  and  offer  some 
realistic  suggestions  for  improvement.  And  unless  the  critic 
has  same  facts  substantiated  by  some  research,  his  words  can- 
not be  presumed  to  be  constructive.  He  is  merely  carrying  the 
ball  in  a  game  that  has  "no  playng  fio[ld  and  nio  rules." 

In  contrast  to  the  national  publicity  about  secondary  schools 
may  I  offer  the  following;  Here  in  Pittsfield  we  have  a  fine 
school  program.  Our  curriculum  has  never  been  allowed  to 
remain  static.  This  year  our  staff  is  working  to  coordinate  the 
subject  matter  in  all  areas  so  that  students  will  receive  a  more 
meaningful  relationship  between  as  many  subjects  as  possible. 

We  are  offering  five  electives  in  science,  five  in  mathematics 
and  four  in  social  studies,  plus  two  years  each  in  Latin  and 
French.  Certainly  our  basic  offerings  refute  the  national  pic- 
ture presented  recently.  In  helpdng  to  construct  this  basic  but 
sound  curriculum  much  credit  should  certainly  go  to  past  sup- 
erintendent, John  Day,  who  believed  in  a  strong  academic  core 
as  the  basic  for  any  school  program.  The  administration  and 
staff  wish  Mr.  Day  happiness,  and  success  in  his  new  position. 

WTe  added  a  new  course  to  the  program  this  year,  "Personal 
and  Family  Living.''  This  course  is  an  elective  for  juniors  and 
seniors  and  has  proved  to  be  a  valuable  offering  for  all  stndents 
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Our  library  has  been  moved  to  larger  quarters.  Some  new 
shelving*  has  been  built  and  a  general  reorganization  of  its 
facilities  carried  out. 

The  appropriation  which  allows  for  public  use  of  Greenleaf 
Auditorium  has  been  put  to  good  use  by  some  organizations. 
The  town  ball  team  has  been  able  to  enjoy  its  use  which  would 
have  been  prohibitory  without  town  funds. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  parents  of  our  community  who  contin- 
ually support  us  and  entrust  us  with  the  education  of  their 
children.

(b)  Report  of  Principal  of  Grammar  School 

We  are  very  fortunate  in  having  no  changes  in  our  teach- 
ing staff  at  the  Grammar  School  for  two  years.  This  certainly 
helps  to  promote  better  education  and  general  management. 

We  now  have  five  classrooms  —  134  pupils.  The  size  of  the 
classes  is  almost  ideal  . 

Mr.  Hall  visits  each  class  twice  a  week  to  teach  music.  He 
also  instructs  a  beginner's  band  of  26  children.  Six  children  are 
in  the  Junior  High  School  Band  and  are  transported  to  the  High 
School  each  Friday  for  a  one  hour  lesson  with  the  High  School 
Band. 

The  hot  lunch  with  Mrs.  Bartlett  as  director,  is  serving  an 
average  of  100  children  a  day.  About  50  of  these  children  come 
from  the  Memorial  School.  On  rainy  and  cold  days  the  care  of 
the  children  during  lunch  hour  is  a  problem.  A  room  in  the 
basement  for  recreation  would  help  solve  this  problem. 

This  past  year,  the  P.  T.  A.  and  Woman's  Club  were  very 
generous  in  equipping  the  outdoor  playground  with  Ladder, 
Rings  and  Balance  Rail 

We  at  the  Grammar  School  find  the  parents  very  cooperative 
and  feel  that  we  are  working  together  for  the  good  of  the 
children.

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(c)  Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Memorial  School 


Our  school,  with  its  enrollment  of  101  first  and  second  grade 
pupils  goes  along  quite  smoothly  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  two 
of  our  classrooms  were  fairly  recently  converted  from  basement 
space. 

During  the  past  summer,  the  Woman's  Club  and  the  P.  T.  A. 
through  combined  efforts,  added  a  set  of  swinging  rings,  to 
our  playground  equipment  and  the  school  board  graded  about 
25  feet  more  space  on  the  west  end  of  our  play  area.  The  need 
now  seems  to  be  a  ranch-type  fence  across  the  west  end  and  up 
as  far  as  the  building  on  the  north  and  south  and  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  grading  project  — making  it  more  permanent. 

We  are  aware  of  the  tremendous  improvement  in  our  music 
department  under  the  direction  of  our  capable  supervisor. 

The  four  teachers  at  the  Memorial  School  are  very  graceful 
for  such  pleasant  surroundings  in  which  to  help  get  our  little 
people  off  to  the  best  start  possible.

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(d)  Report  on  Visit  to  Pittsfield  High  School 
December  2, 1957 

On  December  12,  1957,  the  following  staff  members  of  the 
State  Department  of  Education  visited  Pittsfield  High  School : 
Miss  Verna  Pay  son,  Mr.  pFrank  Brown,  and  Mr.  Russell  H. 
Leavitt. 

The  purpose  of  the  visit  was  twofold:  first,  to  clarify  what 
action,  if  any  is  necessary  to  qualify  Pittsfield  High  School  as 
an  Approved  High  School  under  the  Minimum  Standards  for 
New  Hampshire  Secondary  Scnools  which  will  go  into  effect  in 
Setember,  1958 ;  second,  to  identify  those  aspects  of  the  school 
plant  and  program  which  are  in  need  of  attention  if  Pittsfield 
High  School  is  to  offer  a  comprehensive  high  school  program. 

Other  recommedations  and  suggestions  were  presented 
verbally  to  Superintendent  of  Schools  John  Day.  Superinten- 
dent^Elect  Jason  Boynton  and  Principal  Howard  Keiley. 
Although  they  are  not  detailed  here,  it  is  hoped  that  each  will 
be  given  reasonable  consideration. 

The  staff  of  our  department  is  available  to  assist  in  any  ap- 
propriate manner  as  steps  are  taken  to  implement  the  ideas 
presented  in  this  report. 

Action  Necessary  Under  Minimum  Standards 

1.  Inasmuch  as  the  principal  has  administrative  and  super- 
visory responsibilty  for  more  than  250  pupils,  it  will  be  nec- 
essary by  September  of  1958  to  provide  for  a  full  time  admmj- 
istrative  principal  or  the  Equivalent  by  designating  specific 
administrative  responsibilities  to  an  assistant  principal. 

2.  In  programming  for  1958-1959  it  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  teachers  of  academic  subjects  may  be  assigned  to  no  more 
than  six  periods  of  instruction  and  to  no  more  than  five  pre- 
parations. It  would  appear  that  the  schedule  of  Miss  Bejdker 
now  requires  more  than  five  preparations. 

Action  Strongly  Recommended 

1.  The  following  recommendations  show  need  for  study  and 
planning  to  provide  for  additional  faculty,  additional  space, 
and/  or  additional  equipment,  if  approval  of  certain  courses  is 
to  be  continued: 
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a.  The  need  for  a  general  purpose  science  room  should 
be  given  consideration.  Tne  present  science  laboratory  provides 
sufficient  work  space  for  a  maximum  of  15  students,  It  is 
necessary  for  general  science  and  biology  classes  to  meet  in  a 
classroom  that  provides  for  water,  gas  and  electrical  facilities, 
and  plenty  of  work  spaed  An,  additional  well  equipped  science 
room  is  necessary  in  order  that  all  science  classes,  gradejs  7  to 
12  may  be  cheduled  in  a  laboratory  situation  whenever  the 
classes  meet. 

b.  A  suite  of  at  least  two  properly  organized  rooms  is  nec- 
essary to  operate  an  adequate  program  in  -business  education. 
Office  machines  should  be  bought  or  rented  to  give  the  neces- 
sary background  and  skill  to  office  practice  pupils. 

c.  The  offerings  in  industrial  arts  are  limited  primarily 
to  woodworking  in  grades  9-10,  auto  mechanics  in  grade  11, 
and  more  auto  mechanics  in  grade  12,  with  some  home  mech- 
anics. Steps  should  be  taken  to  provide  a  welli-rounded  shop 
program  in  grades  7-12  for  1958-1959.  Adequate  equipment 
and  qualified  teachers  wiill  be  needed. 

2.  The  teaching  loads  of  Mrs.  Savage  and  Mr.  Allen  should 
be  examined  to  deternijine  whether  or  not  their  assignments 
prohibit  time  for  preparation  and  for  attention  to  individual 
pupils. 

3.  The  program  of  studies  should  be  re-examined  whether 
the  needs  of  pupils  are  being  met.  Particular  attention  should 
be  given  to  the  following  points: 

a.  Advisability  of  continuing  to  require  of  all  pupils  four 
credits  in  the  social  studies  field. 

b.  The  desirability  of  adding  one'  or  two  electives  in  the 
social  studies  field  to  include  important  phases  of  economics, 
sociology,  human  behavior,  and  consumer  buying. 

c.  Reorganization  of  the  4th  year  college  preparatory 
mathematics  course.  One  possibility  might  include  eighteen 
weeks  of  trigonometry,  three  to  five  weeks  of  solid  geometry, 
and  thirteen  to  fifteen  weeks  of  advanced  algebra. 

d.  Provision  for  offering  three  years  of  French,  beginning 
in  grade  10  and  taught  annually. 

e.  Start  stenography  I  in  grade  11  and  provide  for  both 
clerical  and  secretarial  practice  in  office  practice  in  grade  12. 

f.  Provision  for  an  exploratory  course  in  general  business, 
g.  Provision  for  a  separate  offering  in  personal  typing, 
open  to  all  pupils  not  in  the  business  education  course  and 
starting  no  later  than  grade  10. 
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h.  Consider  the  possibility  of  extending-  the  offerings  in 
home  economics  to  provide  a  more  diversified  program  for 
each  grade. 

4.  The  library  situation  needs  careful  review  to  see  that: 

a.  At  least  one  period  a  day  is  allotted  to  a  teacher  to  care 
for  the  responsibilities  of  developing  a  school  library. 

b.  A  budget  of  at  least  $300  is  provided  yearly  for  the 
purchase  of  books,  periodicals  and  newspapers,  with  additional 
sums  appropriated  for  purchase  of  encyclopedia. 

ic.  The  practice  of  scheduling-  the  library  as  a  "study  hall" 
is  discontinued. 

5.  In  a  school  as  large  as  Pittsfield  High  School  there  should 
be  a  full-time  guidance  person,  or  the  equivalent  in  qualified 
personnel ;  the  basis  being  one  period  of  guidance  per  day  for 
each  fifty  pupils. 

6.  At  least  a  half-time  paid  adult  secretary  should  be  em- 
ployed as  an  assistant  to  the  principal.  One  of  her  duties 
would  be  to  tcare  for  the  school  registers,  which  are  not  now 
anywhere  near  up-to-date,  and  the  pupil  permanent  records. 

7.  Consideration  is  recommended  to  securing  a  qualified  art 
teacher  so  that  students  may  obtain  credit  in  visual  arts.  Gen- 
eral music  should  be  continued  as  an  elective  in  the  approved 
program  of  studies.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Greenleaf  Aud- 
itorium in  said  District  on  the  6th  day;  of  March,  1958,  at 
eight  o'clock  in  the  evening-  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects : 
Polls  are  to  be  open  for  the  election  of  officers  at  8:00  p.m.  and 
will  be  closed  no  earlier  than  9:00  p.m. 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  en- 
suing three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officers  or  agents  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  and  Com- 
mittees or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  agents,  auditors  and  committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  Warrant.
